Security Council members 
unite against nuke program 

LO N D 0 N I Moscow and Beijing joined the U.S. 
and its European allies in demanding Monday 
that Iran fully suspend its nuclear program, 
while Vladimir Putin held out hope for a com- 
promise, saying Tehran might agree to move 
its uranium enrichment program to Russia. 

China, Russia, France, the United States, 
Germany and Britain expressed “serious con- 
cerns” about Iran’s resump- 
tion of small-scale urani- 
um enrichment, Britain’s 
Foreign Office said. 

The powers stopped 
short of referring the issue 
to the U.N. Security Council, 
which could impose sanc- 
tions, instead calling for an 
emergency board meeting of the International 
Atomic Energy on Feb. 2-3 to discuss the issue. 
The 35 -nation IAEA board could itself refer 
the issue to the Security Council. 

The stepped-up diplomatic activity came 
nearly a week after Iran removed U.N. seals 
at its main uranium enrichment plant and 
resumed research on nuclear fuel after a two- 
year hiatus. The move alarmed the West, 
which fears Iran intends to build an atom- 
ic bomb. Iran claims its program is peace- 
ful, and it has threatened to end all coopera- 
tion with the U.N. nuclear watchdog if it is 
brought before the Security Council. 

U.S. Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice 
said Sunday she wants a vote as soon as possi- 
ble on whether to refer Iran to the council and

NASA New Horizons 
mission will send first 
craft to icy outer planet 


CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | An un- 
manned NASA spacecraft is set to 
lift offTuesday on a nine-year journey 
to Pluto, the last unexplored planet 
in the solar system. 

Scientists hope to learn more 
about the icy planet and its large 
moon, Charon, as well as two other 
moons in orbit around Pluto. 

The $700 million New Horizons 
mission also will study the surround- 
ing Kuiper Belt, the mysterious zone 
of the solar system that is believed to 
hold thousands of comets and other 
icy objects.

Jazz Back in the Big Easy 


Panel: focus on music 
and culture vital to 
New Orleans’ revival 

NEW ORLEANS I While New Orleans 
builds better levees and new homes, 
a mayoral arts commission is recom- 
mending that the city not forget to 
reclaim its legacy as the birthplace 
ofjazz. 

The commission recommends 
building a National Jazz Center, 
which would be a museum, per- 
formance hall, recording studio 


and archive. 

The recommendations — which 
were to be presented to Mayor Ray 
Nagin on Tuesday — also call for cre- 
ating new artistic districts, increas- 
ing the teaching of arts in schools 
and setting aside 2 percent of eligible 
capital bonds for public sculptures, 
murals and other artwork. 

The ideas are part of a broad 
rebuilding plan being rolled out 
by the Bring New Orleans Back 
Commission, a panel appointed by 
Nagin after Hurricane Katrina hit. 

On the cultural side, the com- 


mission’s recommendations tackle 
along-standing complaint: that New 
Orleans has done a miserable job in 
promoting itself as the birthplace of 
jazz, the quintessential American 
form of art. 

Many important buildings in jazz 
history have fallen into disrepair or 
tumbled down. Even the home of 
Louis Armstrong was demolished. 

The report also endorses a plan 
to preserve several old buildings on 
Rampart Street associated with jazz 
greats and turn them into a jazz park.

Man drives motorbike 
into holiday erowd in 
latest surge of violence 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A Suicide 
attacker with explosives strapped 
to his body drove a motorbike into 
a holiday crowd watching a wres- 
tling match in an Afghan border 
town, killing at least 20 people and 
wounding more than 30 others. 

Monday’s attack was the 
bloodiest in a recent wave of sui- 
cide assaults and the third deadly 
blast in two days in the southern 
province of Kandahar, the former 
Taliban stronghold. 

Earlier, President Hamid Karzai 
warned that Afghanistan could 
again become a staging post for 
terrorist strikes in Europe and 
America if international support 
wavers. 

About 25 suicide bombings have 
wracked Afghanistan in the past 


four months — a relatively new tac- 
tic for militants here, stoking fears 
of more suicide assaults modeled 
on those in Iraq. 


In Monday’s violence, an uniden- 
tified man blew himself up after 
driving into a crowd of about 100 
wrestling fans watching a bout at 


a fair held for the Muslim holi- 
day of Eid al-Adha in the town of 
Spinboldak, a key crossing point 
into Pakistan. 

“The motorcycle went up into the 
air in flames,” said Abdul Samad, 
who was in the crowd and fled in 
terror along with hordes of panicked 
spectators. “It was like doomsday 
... Some did not have their hands; 
others had their legs missing.” 

Kandahar provincial Gov. 
Asadullah Khalid said 20 peo- 
ple were killed and at least 30 
more wounded. He claimed the 
suicide attackers had trained in 
Pakistan. 

The motorbike assault came just 
hours after a bomb attack on a con- 
voy of Afghan army trucks loaded 
with troops in the provincial capital 
of Kandahar, killing four people and 
wounding 16. On Sunday, a suicide 
car bomb in the same city killed a 
senior Canadian diplomat and two 
Afghan civilians, (ap)

A VIP believed to be North 
Korean leader Kim Jong II spent 
nearly a week in the heart of China’s 
booming south, touring high-tech 
companies in a possible search for 
ideas to revive his nation’s econ- 
omy. 

China’s government won’t con- 
firm he is in the country. But if it 
is Kim, he picked an awkward way 
to avoid publicity, taking over an 
entire luxury hotel and traveling by 
30 -car motorcade. A Japanese TV 
network showed what it said was 
Kim on a river cruise. 

On Monday, pro -Beijing news- 
papers in Hong Kong said Kim’s 
armored train was carrying him 
to the Chinese capital to meet 
President Hu Jintao, who was 
expected to prod Kim to return to 
six-nation talks aimed at ending 
North Korea’s nuclear programs. 

Despite its early economic focus, 
the key to Kim’s trip could be the

Beijing meeting, said Peter Beck, an 
analyst in Seoul, South Korea, for 
the International Crisis Group. 

Kim wants to persuade Hu to 
keep aid flowing and to resist U.S. 
pressure to stop North Korean 
banking activities in China, the 
analyst said. North Korea needs 
to keep Chinese money coming 
in, he said. 

The communist leader, who 
rarely travels abroad, is believed 
to have entered China Jan. 3, his 
first reported trip to the North’s 
only major ally since 2004. (ap)

In Liberia, A Historic Oath of Office 


Africa’s first elected 
female leader vows to 
break cycle of violence 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA I Africa’s first 
elected female head of state Ellen 
Johnson Sirleaf was sworn in 
Monday as war-battered Liberia’s 
new president, promising a “fun- 
damental break” with the West 
African nation’s violent past and 
pledging to rebuild. 

With first lady Laura Bush and 
Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice 
on hand in a show of support, the 
moment was met with loud applause 
from thousands of guests. 

“We recognize this change is not 
a change for change’s sake, but a 
fundamental break with the past,” 
the 67-year- old Sirleaf said in her 
inaugural address.

Founded by freed American 
slaves in 1847, Liberia was pros- 
perous for more than a century, 
bolstered by timber and diamond 
wealth. But back-to-back civil 
wars from 1989 to 2003 brought 
the country to its knees, killing 
200,000 people and displacing 
half the nation’s population. 

It is now one of the world’s poor- 
est countries, ranked 20 6th in per 
capita income out of 208 countries 
on the 2004 World Bank list. 

Ensuring Liberia remains peace- 
ful, though, will be Sirleaf’s most 
pressing — and perhaps most dif- 
ficult — task. 

George Weah, the soccer star 
who lost the November runoff, was 
backed by most of the country’s top 
warlords. He grudgingly accepted 
defeat and attended the inaugura- 
tion.

Relatives Say

Opens His Eyes 

JERUSALEM I Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon briefly opened his eyes 
Monday in response to a record- 
ing of his grandson’s voice, relatives 
told doctors, though hospital offi- 
cials warned there were no signs 
that the comatose Israeli leader 
was any closer to regaining con- 
sciousness. 

Sharon has been lying uncon- 
scious at Hadassah Hospital since 
his Jan. 4 stroke.

Panel Finds Iraqi 
Vote Results Valid 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Iraq’s electoral 
commission ruled Monday that 
more than 99 percent of the bal- 
lots from the Dec. 15 parliamenta- 
ry elections are valid, opening the 
way for a new government to start 
coming together. 

Final election results have been 
delayed by fraud complaints mainly 
lodged by the Sunni Arab minor- 
ity, and groups looking for a politi- 
cal edge in dealing with the Shiite 
Muslim majority could still make 
further protests and hold up the 
naming of new leaders for two or 
three months. 

Iraq’s electoral commission 
announced it was throwing out 
votes from 227 ballot boxes because 
of fraud, a tiny percentage — less 
than 1 percent — of the total vote 
that shouldn’t affect the overall 


results of the poll. 

Complaints by Sunni Arab and 
secular Shiite parties charging vot- 
ing fraud and other irregularities 
have delayed announcement of final 
results, impeding negotiations on 
forming a new, broad-based coali- 
tion government. 

Hussein Hendawi, an offi- 
cial on the election commission, 
said uncertified election results 
should be released in four to five 
days, which will give the various 
parties a good idea of how many 
seats they will get in the new 275- 
member parliament. 

Hendawi said election officials 
annulled some ballot boxes because 
fake ballots were used, while the 
votes of about 53 boxes were thrown 
out because too many votes were

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A U.S. military 
helicopter crashed north of the 
Iraqi capital Monday — the third 
American chopper to go down in 10 
days — killing the two crew mem- 
bers. A resident said he saw the 
smoke trail of a missile before the 
aircraft plunged to the ground. 


The military said the AH- 64 
Apache was conducting a com- 
bat air patrol when it went down 
in an area “known for terrorist 
activity.”

Building was home 
to man who inspired 
‘Uncle Tom s Cabin’ 

BETHESDA, MD. I On the day set aside 
to honor a civil rights pioneer, an 
important piece of history dating 
back to slavery was slated for pres- 
ervation. 

The original Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin was officially deeded to the 
Maryland National Capital Parks 
and Planning Commission on 
Monday. The slave cabin was once 
home to Josiah Henson, the inspi- 
ration for Harriet Beecher Stowe’s 
title character in the abolitionist 
novel “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 

The autobiography “The Life of 
Josiah Henson, Formerly a Slave” was 
published in 1849. Three years later, 
Stowe’s novel helped focus world 


attention on the brutality of slavery. 

Stowe based her characterization 
of “Uncle Tom” in part on experi- 
ences Henson described in his nar- 
rative. It detailed his life as a slave 
in Maryland and Kentucky and his 
1830 decision to flee to Canada with 


his family after his owner refused to 
allow him to buy his freedom. 

“Montgomery, Maryland, was 
as much a part of the slave cul- 
ture as Montgomery, Alabama,” 
said Rep. Chris Van Hollen,

5 years before hospital 
will leave D.C., center 
for amputees to go up 

WASHINGTON I Even though Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center is slated 
to close in five years, construction 
is expected to begin this spring on 
a state-of-the-art rehabilitation 
center for amputee soldiers. 

The $10 million Military 
Amputee Training Center — orig- 
inally expected to open last month 
— was caught in limbo during the 
Pentagon’s base closing process. 

Ground was broken in 2004 
on Walter Reed’s campus in 
Northwest D.C., but construction 
had not yet begun last May when 
the Army ordered a hold on all 


projects that could be affected by 
the Base Realignment and Closure 
Commission. 

A waiver was granted in 
September to continue work on 
the project. A contractor should be 
selected for design and construction 
by the end of March, with construc- 
tion to be completed in September 
2007, said a spokesman for the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

Walter Reed officials still expect 
the 30,000 -square-foot addition to 
the military hospital to include a 
running track, climbing and rappel- 
ling wall and virtual-reality center, 
as well as a military vehicle simula- 
tor. It will combine both new and 
existing counseling, occupational, 
and physical therapy services for 
amputees, brett zongker (ap)

In Address, New Gov. Lays Out Plan 


Kaine tells lawmakers 
transportation is most 
pressing issue in state 

RICHMOND, VA. I Newly inaugurated 
Gov. Timothy M. Kaine made the 
case for more transportation cash 
Monday but promised to veto any 
bill that would raise roads and rails 
money unless transportation funds 
are shielded from use elsewhere. 

In his first State of the 
Commonwealth address, Kaine also 
sought legislation giving localities 
the zoning power to slow develop- 
ment if it overwhelms local trans- 


portation, public safety and utili- 
ty systems and to allow localities 
to exempt up to 20 percent of a 
house’s value from personal prop- 
erty taxes, all pledges made during 
his campaign. 

Kaine, a Democrat, also asked 
the Republican-run General 
Assembly to preserve major fund- 
ing provisions in former Gov. Mark 
R. Warner’s final budget, particu- 
larly outlays for expanding research 
and development at state colleges 
and universities, $232 million for 
Chesapeake Bay cleanup and an 
unprecedented allocation of nearly 
$500 million for mental health.

The speech, however, was dom- 
inated by transportation needs, 
which he defined as the most urgent 
need before the state. And it ended a 
day in which the House of Delegates 
outlined its transportation priori- 
ties in a news release. 

“The message from Virginia is 
clear: It is time for action,” Kaine 
said, referring to 11 town hall- 
style meetings he held across the 
state since his Nov. 8 election.

Funding Restored 


Budget gains prompt 
Md. s Ehrlich to spend 
more on environment 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I After using land 
preservation funds to help balance 
the budget the last three years, Gov. 
Robert Ehrlich will take advantage 
of the state’s improved fiscal con- 
dition to restore full funding to 
the program in the budget he 
will submit to the legislature on 
Wednesday. 

Ehrlich announced Monday 
that his budget will include $258 
million for Program Open Space, 
the state’s basic land preservation 


program that uses taxes paid when 
property is sold to protect land from 
development and provide parks and 
recreation areas. 

The governor also will set aside 
$115 million for two agricultural 
land preservation programs, mak- 
ing a total of $373 million for land 
preservation efforts next year. 

In addition, he said his budget 
will include $144.5 million for other 
environmental projects, including 
money to improve sewage treatment 
plants, encourage use of renewable 
energy, improve waterways and help 
farmers plant cover crops and trans- 
port manure so it will not pollute 
waterways, tom stuckey (ap)

Researchers working 
to develop pill to help 
post-trauma disorder 

DRUGS I Suppose you could erase bad 
memories from your mind. Suppose 
your brain could be wiped clean of 
sad and traumatic thoughts. 

That is science fiction. But real- 
world scientists are working on the 
next best thing: They have been test- 
ing a pill that, when given after a 
traumatic event such as rape, may 
make the resulting memories less 
painful and intense. 

Will it work? It’s too soon to say. 
Still, it is not far-fetched to think 
that such a drug someday may be 
passed out, along with blankets 
and food, at emergency shelters 
after disasters such as the tsuna- 
mi or Hurricane Katrina. 

Psychiatrist Hilary Klein could 
have offered it to a man she treated 
at a St. Louis shelter last year. He 
had fled New Orleans and was so 
distraught over not knowing where 
his sisters were that others had to 
tell Klein his story. 

“This man could not even give 
his name, he was in such distress. 
All he could do was cry,” she said. 

Such people often develop 
post-traumatic stress disorder, or 


PTSD, a problem first recognized 
in Vietnam War veterans. Only 14 
percent to 24 percent of trauma vic- 
tims experience long-term PTSD, 
but sufferers have flashbacks and 
physical symptoms that make them 
feel as if they are reliving the trau- 
ma years after it occurred. 

Scientists think it happens 
because the brain goes haywire 
during and right after a strongly 
emotional event, pouring out stress 
hormones that help store these mem- 
ories in a different way than normal 
ones are preserved. Taking a drug to 
tamp down these chemicals might 
blunt memory formation and pre- 


vent PTSD, they theorize. 

Some doctors have an even more 
ambitious goal: trying to cure PTSD. 
They are deliberately triggering very 
old bad memories and then giving 
the pill to deep-six them. 

The first study to test this 
approach on 19 longtime PTSD suf- 
ferers has provided early encourag- 
ing results, Canadian and Harvard 
University researchers report. 

“We figure we need to test about 
10 more people until we’ve got solid 
evidence,” said Alain Brunet, a psy- 
chologist at McGill University in 
Montreal who is leading the study.

Potent Pepper Painkiller 


Substance related to 
chemical in chiles is 
subject of NIH study 

CHEMICALS I The dog hopped on 
three legs, pain from bone can- 
cer so bad that he wouldn’t put his 
afflicted fourth paw on the floor. 
His owner was expecting euthana- 
sia when scientists offered a novel 
experiment: They injected a fiery sap 
from a Moroccan plant into Scooter’s 
spine — and the dog frolicked on all 
fours again for several months. 


The chemical destroyed nerves 
that sensed pain from Scooter’s can- 
cer, not fighting the tumor but mak- 
ing him no longer really feel it. 

The effect in dogs has research- 
ers from the National Institutes of 
Health preparing to test the chem- 
ical in people whose pain from 
advanced cancer is unrelieved by 
even the strongest narcotics. 

The first human study could 
begin by next year, at the NIH’s 
Bethesda hospital. If the research 
pans out, it might one day offer 
doctors, and veterinarians, a new 


approach to attack intractable pain. 
And it’s from an unlikely source, a 
more potent cousin of the chemical 
that makes chile peppers hot. 

Why would something that seems 
to burn your tongue relieve pain? 

This fiery chemical, called resin- 
iferatoxin, poisons nerves that con- 
trol heat-related, inflammatory 
pain, eliminating the pain- sensing 
system. Yet it doesn’t seem to harm 
other nerves that sense pain. 

“It just selectively targets,” said 
Dr. Andrew Mannes, an NIH anes- 
thesiologist. LAURAN NEERGAARD (AP)

Fates of Arrington,

REDSKINS I The Washington 
Redskins stuffed their belongings 
into huge plastic bags, exchanged 
hugs and phone numbers, took their 
physicals and attended one final 
round of meetings Monday before 
heading into the offseason. 

The ritual is the same every year, 
but this time most of the faces were 
bright and full of optimism. Buoyed 
by the team’s first playoff run in six 
years, some players sounded as if 
they couldn’t wait for their upcom- 
ing vacations to end so they could 
return to work and help take the 
team even further next season. 

“We’ve really set ourselves up for 
a good stretch here,” right tackle 
Jon Jansen said. “We set a good 
foundation, and that’s something 
we can build on.” 

Coach Joe Gibbs’ message to 
the players was similarly upbeat. 
He said he wanted to keep his key 
players — unlike last year, when 
Antonio Pierce and Fred Smoot 
departed via free agency — and 
said the confidence gained from 
this season’s success could lead to 
better things next season. He then 
met individually with most of the 
impending free agents, a list that 
includes only two regular start- 
ers: safety Ryan Clark and tight 
end Robert Royal.

to build around,” Gibbs said. 

One player not in that core group 
is quarterback Patrick Ramsey, who 
lost the starting job in the first half 
of the first game. With Mark Brunell 
returning as the starter and first- 
round pick Jason Campbell the 
heir apparent, Ramsey declined to 
answer when asked Monday whether 
he wants to be back. 

“I’d like to play,” Ramsey said. “If 
I’m going to develop as a quarter- 
back in this league and play well, I 
think it needs to start at some point 
soon. ...

A genetically altered 
Korn attempts to 
break new ground 

RECONFIGURATIONS I As Korn 
entered its 11th year last year, the 
rap-metal pioneers were in the 
throes of a mid-life crisis. 

Korn’s co -founder and guitarist, 
Brian “Head” Welch, left the band 
— a shining example of debauchery 


and deviance — to devote his life 
to Jesus Christ. Meanwhile, Korn 
left its longtime record label and 
started working with the Matrix, 
producers known for making hits 
for pop princesses. 

“It felt like the band was very 
fragile,” said guitarist James 
“Munky” Shaffer, speaking of the 
period after Welch’s departure. 
“There was a moment where we 
didn’t know how we were going 


to continue.” 

The moment was short-lived, 
however. “We decided, ‘We can end 
this, or we can use this opportu- 
nity and reinvent what we do,”’ 
said Shaffer. 

Korn’s latest, “See You on the 
Other Side,” marks the first album 
without Welch, but singer Jonathan 
Davis says Welch’s heavy drug use 
had kept him at a distance for some 
time. 


“We were watching the guy kill 
himself. Everybody was worried, 
but he didn’t want any help from 
us,” said Davis. “The only time 
we saw him was when he was on 
stage ... We were really excited he 
was going to clean up, but it went 
downhill from there.” Davis is also 
a critic of organized religion, grip- 
ing that “Christians are the most 
hypocritical of all religions.” 

On his Web site, headtochrist 
.com, Welch talks about God deliv- 
ering him from a life of sin and 
criticizes the band for their drive 
for commercial success. Korn’s 
latest album could be seen as evi- 
dence for that criticism. Shaffer 
and Davis say it isn’t an attempt 
to “go pop,” but an attempt to 
update their sound. 

“We had experienced rock 
producers,” said Shaffer. “So we 
wanted to turn to someone in a 
different genre to bring out some- 
thing in us, to push us in a differ- 
ent direction.” 

“Other Side,” does add a melodic 
vibe to the band’s metal and hip- 
hop -influenced sound. 

“It’s still Korn, but it’s differ- 
ent,” said Davis. “It’s a new Korn- 
heaviness. It’s very different from 
what we’d done before.” 

Shaffer says he still misses play- 
ing with Welch, and calls him an 
inspiration, but both Davis and 
Shaffer say his departure brought 
the band closer and made it a bet- 
ter musical unit. 

“It forced me to become a bet- 
ter musician, it forced the band 
to become stronger,” said Shaffer.

Go Ahead, Take Out the Trash 


Morningwood is 
having too much fun 
to be classy or subtle 

MUSIC I Low-key it ain’t, but then 
subtlety is hardly the point of 
Morningwood’s self-titled full- 
length debut. It’s a riotous collection 
of scuzzy rock ’n’ roll songs, some of 
which have appeared on the band’s 
independently released EPs. 

Like Louis XIV last year, 
Morningwood revels in double 


entendre and glam-rock guitar riffs. 
Unlike those San Diego hedonists, 
Morningwood has singer Chantal 
Claret. She alternates between cutesy 
good girl and raucous sex fiend, sing- 
ing with coquettish allure on “Nth 
Degree” and growling out com- 
mands on “Take Off Your Clothes” 
as bassist Pedro Yanowitz counters 
that maybe they should “get a little 
more acquainted.” 

The lyrics aren’t as filthy- witty 
as Louis XIV’s, but Claret makes 
good use of baby-sitter fantasies on 


“Babysitter” and declares with over- 
sexed insolence, “My body’s 21 but 
my mind is ageless,” on “Body 21.” 

Synthesizers play a supporting 
role, but these 11 songs mostly focus 
on guitar riffs that are as raw as 
a skinned knee. Guitars buzz and 
froth on “Televisor” and sting hard 
enough to raise welts on “Easy.” It’s 
trashy, low-brow entertainment — 
what else would you expect from a 
band called Morningwood? — but

Mystery Woman 



MURDER MOST BRITISH: The mystery author P.D. James takes her detective 
Adam Dalgleish to a remote island to solve a murder in “The Lighthouse.” 


P.D. James’ detective 
series continues to 
thrill and surprise fans 

GENRE FICTION I What comes first, 
murder or motive? 

“What usually comes first is the 
setting,” said mystery author P.D. 
James. “I can have what I think is 
a strong response to the spirit of 
a place.” 

Her latest mystery, “The 
Lighthouse,” is set on a remote, 
treeless island. The book features 
the author’s Scotland Yard detec- 
tive, Commander Adam Dalgleish. 
The jazz-loving detective, who also 
writes poetry, and his team are sent 
to Combe Island, an uber resort off 
the Cornwall coast for government 
officials who need a break from their 
very public lives. A gruesome mur- 
der takes place. 

The plot largely unspools in less 
than a week but much of the action 
occurs over a 24 -hour period. This 
is no easy task, because there are 
many characters to weave in as well 
as multiple motives for the murder 
of an aging writer. 

Readers are kept guessing until 
the murder is solved and, unlike 
much detective fiction, nothing is 
left unexplained. All the pieces of 
the puzzle fit perfectly. To make it 
all work, James’ intricate plots can 
take a year to plan. 

After setting, characters are 
next in importance and the meth- 


od of murder usually comes last, 
James said. 

“The essentials — who’s been 
killed, why, where, how and by 
whom — come very gradually. The 
murder itself depends on the char- 
acter. The method and the motive 
are absolutely linked,” she said. 

In “The Lighthouse,” Dalgleish 
views a murder weapon, mulling 
the banality of such tools: “This 
was the reaction he had experi- 
enced before when contemplating 
a murder weapon: the ordinariness 


of steel, wood and rope and their 
terrible power.” 

While a mystery can offer clues 
to a society’s concerns of a certain 
period, conjuring up a good mys- 
tery in the post-9/ll world may be 
getting tougher. 

“It makes it more difficult,” 
James said. “All of us have expe- 
rienced the reality of it. That 
makes fiction somehow less pow- 
erful. The reality is so powerful. 
We are all living with the reality.”

Mayor spearheading 
new campaign to slim 
down the Big Apple 

When New York mayor Michael 
Bloomberg sat down to lunch with 
children during a school visit a few 
years ago, he was disgusted by the 
soggy, greasy fries and other junk 
on their plates. 

He pushed for a revamp of school 
menus and, by the start of the next 
school year, fat-laden meals were 
being replaced by healthier ver- 
sions. That same year, 2003, the 
city began handing out free nico- 
tine patches and Bloomberg won 
his crusade to outlaw smoking in 
bars and restaurants. 

Now the city is going after high- 
calorie foods in bodegas, restaurants 
and company cafeterias. 

Experts say Bloomberg — a bit of 
a health nut himself — has targeted 
unhealthy lifestyles unlike any other 
administration before him. 



Bloomberg likes golf, not gross food. 

“It’s more aggressive than we’ve 
ever seen in the past,” said Allan 
Rosenfield, dean of Columbia 
University’s Mailman School of 
Public Health. “There’s a will- 
ingness to take on unpopular but 
important issues.” 

More than 53 percent of New 
Yorkers are overweight or obese — 
lower than the ballooning national 
65 percent, but far too high, accord- 
ing to Bloomberg and his health 
commissioner, Thomas Frieden. 
Being overweight raises the risk

of diabetes, high blood pressure, 
cancer and heart disease, which 
is New York’s worst killer. 

Last summer, the health depart- 
ment launched a campaign against 
trans-fats. Often used by restau- 
rants and in packaged foods, trans- 
fats are thought to cause cholesterol 
problems and increase the risk of 
heart disease. 

After restaurant inspectors 
found that 30 percent of the city’s 


30,000 eateries were using oils 
that contain trans-fats, the depart- 
ment began urging a citywide “oil 
change.” Officials sent letters to 
food service operators and start- 
ed teaching workers about trans- 
fats along with their required food 
safety training. 

Officials next want to tackle 
portion sizes. 

Towering pastrami sandwich- 
es, bagels with gooey schmears of 


cream cheese and pizza slices that 
spill over paper plates may be the 
city’s culinary landmarks, but the 
health department says the Big 
Apple is out of control. 

Health officials are also trying 
to teach restaurants how to make 
healthier meals.“The biggest haz- 
ards from what you eat are not food 
poisoning but the caloric load,” said 
Dr. Lynn Silver, an assistant health 
commissioner, sarakugler(ap)

Ex-problem pooches 
sent to charm school 
with adoption hopes 

Lie down. Roll over. Sit up. Give 
me a paw. 

The pet tricks are so simple they 
couldn’t even qualify as “stupid” on 
television, but for the pooches per- 
forming them last week at the 
ASPCA’s charm school in New York, 
they could be a ticket to adoption. 

That was, after all, the purpose 
and the hope for which trainers and 
handlers put Porky, Basil, Tuffy, 
Negrita, Newman, Spencer, Tiny 
Tim and Mister Pink through their 
paces. All are former problem dogs, 
retrained at the American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals’ 
Manhattan shelter after being res-

cued or legally seized from abusive 
or neglectful owners. 

One after another, the dogs 
bounded forth, tails wagging, and 
obeyed the commands as if they had 
never been kicked, starved, isolated 
or, in the cases of Tuffy and Negrita, 
confined in a four-room apartment 
with 27 other dogs and forced to sur- 
vive on a diet of popcorn. 

The ASPCA called the charm 
school event a “showcase to display 
what our dogs have learned.” 


“They are available for adoption, 
but they are much more adoptable if 
they have some tricks,” said Victoria 
Wells, manager of shelter behavior 
and training. 

Most dogs and cats are adopt- 
ed within two years, workers said. 
But socialization is the key, espe- 


cially for dogs acquired from col- 
lectors or hoarders who often have 
more animals than they can care 
for, said ASPCA vice president 
Gail Buchwald. 

Tiny Tim pranced in on three 
legs, having had a rear leg amputated 
at the shelter due to multiple pelvic 


fractures that could not be repaired. 
Mister Pink, a formerly malnour- 
ished American bulldog named for 
the rosy cast of his white fur, sat 
erectly at attention amid cheers for 
his performance. All were rewarded 
with liver-based dog treats. 

The appreciative audience con- 
sisted entirely of ASPCA employ- 
ees and volunteers. Wells and 
Trish McMillan, who brought the 
charm school idea from her former 
job at the Richmond, Va., SPCA 
shelter, conceded it might be bet- 
ter to showcase the dogs in a more 
public setting. 

No speeches were required as 
to why the dogs needed rescue 
from neglect and abuse in the first 
place. 

“There are a lot of different rea- 
sons,” said Jennifer Lander, the 
shelter’s veterinarian. “Some of it 
really is malice. Sometimes it’s just 
ignorance, or people don’t have the 
resources available to them even 
though they know they should be 
doing something.” 

What makes her job so reward- 
ing, she said, is knowing that “these 
dogs have a great life here and it’s 
only going to get better when they’re
